This statement was characterized by Mr 
Kelley as false, and the figures which 
Mr. Wells produced in confirmation of 
it were declared to be gat bled 

The truth is, Mr. Wells did not put 
forth such a statement as that, simply as 
a part of any pet theory of finance, but 
he arrived at that conclusion from the 
careful examination of data with which 
he had provided himself, without having 
entertained previously any theory about 
it. He gives now some additional mat- 
ter on which he had based his inference 
and certainly the proof is conclusive and 
overwhelming. 

Mr. Wells cites the price of flonr as 
purchased by the United States authori- 
ties for the army in 1860 and in 1868, the 
cost of which was per barrel respectively 
$6.77 and $12.72, a difference of 85 per 
cent. Salt, which could be bought for 


eighteen and twenty cents before the war, 
costs now from sixty to seventy cents 
per bushel. Rents he shows to have 
gone up in Philadelphia, Mr. Welley’s 
district, on an average 130 per cent. 
From the report of the guardians of the 
poor of Phidadelphia, le also learns that 
the advance in the price of living, as in- 
dicated by the supplies furnished the 
poor, is about 95 per cent. over that of 
1860. Also from the tables of prices for 
necessaries of living in the cities of 
Lowell and Lawrence, Mass., he finds 
the average advance over L860 to be up 
wards of 91 per cent. From a table 
furnished by Amasa Walker, of North 
Brookfield, Mass., the table having been 
made up from the actual book account of 
the provision dealers of that town, he 
finds the advance to be over {5 per cent. 

The advance in the price of wages of 
working men does not nearly correspond 
to this advance in the cost of living. 
The skilled workmen on the Treasury 
department at Washington have had an 
average advance of $8 1-2 per cent. 
The advance in the wages of the opera- 
tives, mechanice and overscers of the 


Merrimac Company, Lowell 


Is an aver- 
age of 56 1-2 per cent.; most other me- 
chanics of that city from 50 to 75 per 
cent. Mr. Walker’s table shows that at 
North Brookfield the boot-maker’s pay 
has advanced but 31 1-2 per cent., and 
that as compared with the purchasing 
power of his labor in the provision mar 
ket, he receives now only 59 cents against 
100 in 1860 

The condition of the savin

position,is shown to be strongly in 
favor. In 1860 the gold deposit of the

above forty-five millions. The gold value 
of the present deposits is about fifty-nine 
and a half millions, making a difference 
of but fourteen and a half millions. which 
is over four millions less than the sum 
on deposit in 1860 ought to amount to 
today atsimpleinterest.
